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Improving Thursday 
evenings at Peace Park

O ver the last six weeks, town council approved 
requests from Pelham Farmers' Market, Pelham 
Supper Market, the Fonthill bandshell comittee and 
the broader community to help improve the Thursday 
evening experience in Peace Park in Pelham. 

And, based on some significant (and largely negative) 
feedback, council reversed one of its earlier decisions. 

First, council approved expanding the number of 
supper market vendors and to include even more fla¬ 
vours and varieties. Some venders will also offer cook¬ 
ing demonstrations by local cheis using fresh produce 
from the nearby farmers’ market 
Second, council approved the request from Pelham 
Farmer's Market to allow Vintners Quality Alliance wine 
samples and sales in the market, as permissible through 
a provincial pilot program. Any wine purchased is 
intended for personal use at home. I took advantage of 
this opportunity last Thursday and bought wine from 
Calamus Winery. (Vineland Estates also sells its wines 
at the Fenwickfarmers’ market Wednesday nights at St 
Ann's Church.) 

Third, because of significant feedback from the 
Fonthill bandshell committee and the broader com¬ 
munity, all of Peace Park will not be licensed for alcohol; 
only a portion of the park—the northern part contain¬ 
ing the supper market—will be fenced and licensed. 

In mid-April, upon recommendation from town staff 
council initially approved licensing all of Peace Park 
for the consumption of craft beer and local wine. The 
special occasion permit would have required placing a 
discreet 36-inch fence around the park's perimeter each 
week, except for six access points. Licensing the entire 
area was to be a trial and staff were to report monthly to 
council. 

But, after meeting directly with volunteers organiz¬ 
ing the bandshell entertainment, the farmers' market 
and the supper market, and listening to the significant 
public opposition to the change, council reversed this 
decision in early-May. 

In late-May, staff recommended that the bandshell 
committee hire police to patrol Peace Park to ensure 
folks weren’t drinking alcohol in the non-licensed areas 
while enjoying the concerts. Instead, council directed 
staff to hire security personnel to monitor the non- 
licensed area at the town's expense. 

Finally, council approved a joint promotions com¬ 
mittee to help circulate a weekly newsletter about the 
features of the farmers' and supper markets, the band- 
shell schedule, shuttle bus and parking information, 
and to review operations. 

After considering the recommendations of staff and 
the feedback from residents and some of the town's 
most dedicated volunteers, council approved these 
improvements so that your Thursday 
evenings in Peace Park might continue to offer a

he retired bulk carrier American 
Fortitude was towed up the Welland 
Canal on May 13 and 14 for Port Colbome. 

It was moored at the International 
Marine Salvage yard south of Lock 8 and it 
appears to be a candidate for scrapping. 

The vessel was once one of the finest on 
the Great Lakes. It was built for National 


Steel in 1953 and sailed as Ernest T. Weir 
until 1978. The vessel had a significant col¬ 
lision with the tanker Mercury in Lake St. 
Clair on May 5,1964, that resulted in the 
latter ship going aground. 

Both vessels had considerable damage 
but were repaired. 

Ernest T. Weir joined Columbia 
Transportation early in 1978. It was 
renamed Courtney Burton later that 
year and converted to a self-unloader at 
Sturgeon Bay, Wise., from 1980-81. The

Bill introduced to rename airport for Rungeling

A local effort to honour an “amaz¬ 
ing woman” and aviation pioneer is 
one step from becoming reality. 

Last week, Niagara West-Glabrook 
MPP Tim Hudak introduced a pri¬ 
vate bill in the provincial legislature 
to officially rename Niagara Cen¬ 
tral Airport after 104-year-old Pel¬ 
ham resident Dorothy Rungeling, 


national air races, one of the first 
women to hold a commercial air 
licence, the first woman to hold an 


airline transport licence, and the first 
woman to fly a helicopter solo. 

"Dorothy Rungeling is an amazing 
woman with an interesting life who 
has made significant contributions 
to aviation, her community and the 
local airport," Hudak said in a media 

Hudak said Rungeling is also cred¬ 
ited with saving the airport that may 
soon bear her name, by drawing 
attention and support for the facility 
in the 1950s. 

He said Rungeling’s achievements 
and her "trail-blazing spirit" need to 
be recognized. 


Ihe airport’s owners — the munic- 

Colborne and Wainfleet — have 
all approved the name change, but 
airport commission chair Richard 
Rybiak said the final say rests with 

“Everybody is on side,” Rybiak 
said. 

He said the decision is now in the 
hands of the provincial government. 

“I’m hoping that the House under¬ 
stands that time is an issue, and that 
we are able to celebrate the renaming 
sometime this summer,” he added. 
“Once it goes to third reading, it will 


have been effectively renamed.” 

Welland MPP Cindy Forster said 
she also strongly supports Hudak's

Taxi industry could get new rule book

Niagara’s police services board is 
considering rewriting the rules for 
taxis in Niagara. 

"There have been enough com¬ 
plaints from municipalities and 
operators, that I think we need to 
look at it as soon as possible,” said 
Andy Petrowski, chair of the board's 
administration committee, which

Prof seeks sleep study 
participants 

Brock University psychology professor 
and sleep expert Kimberly Cote is 
conducting two research projects that will 
shed more light on how the brain functions 
when we have less - and more - sleep 
than usual. 

And she is looking for people to 
participate in those projects. 

The first study examines how people 
control their emotions when they are sleep 
deprived for one night. Participants would 
sleep from 3 a.m. to 7 a.m. (or some would 
sleep a full night for comparison) and 
perform a range of emotion-related tasks 
in the lab later that day. Researchers would 
measure participants' brain waves with 


an electroencephalogram (EEG) as they 
perform their tasks. 

The second project is a "napping” study, 
for which participants spend a couple of 
afternoons in Brock’s sleep lab. They begin 
by performing tasks that involve memory, 
emotions and learning. 

Then, depending on how they're 
grouped, participants either take a short 
nap, a long nap or no nap at all. After, they 
resume their activities and are measured, 
in part, on their ability to recall key aspects 
of the earlier activities.
